Rescuers continued to search for 
three miners who, It was believed, 
were buried under heavy falls of 
rock and earth. 
The figures given out early to­ 
day by A. J. Musser, vice-president 
ind general manager of the cor­ 
poration, a subsidiary of the New 
York Central Railroad, and

ana county, revealed that 58 min­ 
ers were trapped by the explosion
